LONDON, Nov, 14—The British drive, begun early Monday 
morning amid fog and rain in the region of the Ancre river in France, 
has netted another town—Beaucourt, on the north bank of the Ancre. 
The capture of Beaucourt makes three towns or villages that have 
fallen into the British hands since the advance began, the other two 
being Beaumont-Hamel and St. Pierre-Divion, 

There is no indication that the offensive has ceased at any point 
along the five-mile front. In the drive the British thus far have taken 
more than 5,000 prisoners, and according to the last report, more cap- 
tives are being brought in. 

Aside from the gains in the Ancre region the British also have 
made a local advance about three miles southeast of the important 
town of Bapaume,

Deny Rights of Neutrals 
Have Been Ruthlessly 
Cancelled 


SAY THAT IT WILL 
SHORTEN WAR 


Define it as Measure Relat- 
ing Alone to British 
Citizens 


(Ry Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The Brie 
tish reply to the latest American note 
protesting against the trade blacklist, 
made public tonight by the state de- 
partment, denies that rights of neutral 
traders under international law have 
been ruthlessly cancelled, defines the 
blacklist measure as a municipal 
regulation and plainly coneerting 
only the British government and Bri« 
tish citizens, and contends that it ig 
designed to shorten the war. 

The document fails to meet the dee 
mand of- the United States that the 
names of Atnerican firms be stricken 
from the blacklist, but attempts to 
convince the state department that 
the British position is just and found: 
ed on law, It leaves open the door 
for further negotiations, which are 
Lere expected to follow. 

The note was subscribed by Viscount 
jrey, the British foreign minister, and 
was addressed to and transmitted by 
Walter Hines Page, the United States 
ambassador at London, 

Deals With Peace Subject. 

A part which attracted much of- 
ficial notice dealt with the subject of 
peace, based on the theory that one 
American contention had been that 
there exists no military necessity for 
the black list; that it is unnecessary 
for the allies to prejudice neutral com- 
merce, and that nothing which hap- 
pens in neutral countries can influence 
the result of the great conflict. 

“If that really were the position,” 
says the note, “it is possible that the 
measures taken by His Majesty's goy- 
ernment might be described as uf- 
called for, but it is not.

New York Herald.—The distinc- 
tive “high note" of this year’s cam- 
paign has been the wide use of the 
advertising columns of newspapers 
by candidates and party organiza- 
tions. Never befere tn the history of 
American politics has resort been 
had in so marked a degree to this 
manner of placing issues before the 
people. Money that heretofore has 
been wasted in the many ways with 
which politicians are familiar has 
this year been put to the far better 
use of presenting the claims of 
parties and their candidate’ through 
the columns of newspapers that are 
widely read. This development 
marks @ distinct progress in political 

ay management. It shows realization 
K of the fact that the American 
people can be best reached through 
appeal to their intelligence 
and that the days of reliance 
upon prejudice and passion ‘are 
of the past, No campaign can 
be shorn of such characteristic ac- 
companiments of American politics 
as ‘skyrocket"” oratory and a certain 
amount of outside display, both of 
which cost money, but it has been 
driven in upon the managers this 
year that if they were to reach the 
magses of thinking voters they must 
rely upon newspaper advertising. 
This explains the large number of 
political advertisements appearing 
9 in the columns of the Herald and 
c other newspapers that reach the 
3 people. 


4 A Washington despatch says 
‘ the Government there is awaiting 
full information regarding the 
Arabia ‘‘ with concern.’’

An outrage of that kind must 
éause concern anywhere, But it 
is fair to say that’ the world at 
large will not suffer much concern 
to see what Washington will do 
about it, whatever the informa- 
tion may show.

‘To 
kim, and to the other members of 
the eabinet, each Minister is re- 
sponsible. But it is the Premier 
and the entire Ministry who have 
t¢.answer to the public for the do- 
ings of each member. That re- 
sponsibility cannot be waived. Sir 
Sam has answered to Sir Robert 
Borden for his . conduct or mis- 
conduct as it affected the relations 
between them and the duty of Sir 
Robert to the public. It remains 
for Sir Robert and his colleagues 
to answer for that conduct as it 
has affected the country and the 
Allied cause. 


Sir Sam Hughes may have been 
responsible for the policy of 
breaking up battalions in England 
and allowing only certain selected 
officers to go to the front in -com- 
mand of the units they had re- 
cruited. That may have been a 
matter of departmental adminis- 
tration. But Sir Sam is not to be 
solely blamed for sending the sec- 
ond and third Canadian divisions 
into the trenches armed with the 
Ross rifle after the first division 
had been rearmed with the En- 
field as a consequence of the ex- 
perience at Ypres a year ago last 
spring.

King Albert Isolated From His 
Seven Million Subjects, Who

Today, November 15th, is the birth- 
day of King Albert of Belgium, the 
sovereign of that nation of noble men, 
when the German army swept into 
Belgium two and a_ half years ago, 
drew his sword and said, “For us there 
can be no other answer.”
